Internal Revenue Collector 
Prepares to Keep Office 
Open All Day. 


TIME EXPIRES ON MONDAY 


g. M. Fitch Tells Hamilton Club 
in Brief What New Im- 
position Means.. 


With only today and Monday remaining in 
which to filé income tax returns a record 
breaking rush to get in under the wire is 
looked for today by internal revenue offi- 
cials: Close to 3,500 returns were filed in the 
office of Samuel M. Fitch. collector of internal 
revenue, yesterday. This is the record up 
to date. 

The office usually closes at noon on Satur- 
day, but on account of the income tax rush 
it will be kept opemtoday until 4:30. Monday 
afternoon will be the last chance to file in 
order to avoid the penalty. 

The total number of returns filed up to last 
night was 21,393. Collector Fitch said he be- 
eves his estimate of 25,000 for Chicago will 
be exceeded by several thousand. He spoke 
on The Income Tax at the Hamilton club 
at noon. 


Collector Fitch Explains. 

Every person whose income is $2,500 or 
more for the last ten months of 1913 must 
file a return, whether he is entitled to the 
exemption of $3,333.33 or not,” said the col- 
lector. Income derived from salaries, 
wages, or compensation for personal service, 
sincome from business, rents, interest on 
notes, bonds, or mortgages, total amounts de- 
rived from partnerships, from fiduciaries, 
and income from any source whatever must 
be marked in the return. 

Dividende fiom corporations need not be 
given unless the total income from all sources 
amounts to $20,000 or more. From the gross 
income the gross deductions are made. 


Gross Deductions Made. 
Gross deductions include expenses of busi- 
mess, interest, taxes, losses, debts due and 
charged off, and depreciation. -The gross de- 
ductions are taken from the gross income to 
get the net income. 
Then the specific exemptions allowed by 
the law are deducted from the net income.

agers had reverted to the funds of the Unit- 
ed States treasury. 


Isabella Coins Found. 


With reference to the fund arising from 
the sale of the Isabella coina I would say that 
during the course of the exposition the gov- 
ernment of the United States specially minted 
40,000 quarter dollars, which were known as 
Isabella coins’ because they bore a por- 
trait of Queen Isabella. These coins were 
paid. out by the treasury department for 
value received upon vouchers issued by the 
board. 

“ Some of the members of the boardt hought 
these coins by reason of their special issue 
and their limited number ought to be salabie 
at more than their face value and accord- 
ingly a eommittee of the board bought from 
the then holders, with private funds, as 
many of these coins as they could get in their 
hands, and these were sold during th expo- 
sition and have since continued to be one at 
a profit. 

“The sale of these coins e 
been slow, because the demand for them, 
thought constant, is in limited quantities and 
they are not as yet all disposed of, but the 
profit arising from those already sold is, from 
last reports to me, about $17,000. The chair- 
man of the committee who undertook the la- 
bor is Mrs. Trautmann of New York. She 
has in her possession all the profjts arising 
from those transactions. This fund has 
never come into my possession. 


Souvenir Fund in Existence. 


The last and only fund of which I had pos- 
session was raised by the individual efforts 
of several of the members of the board by 
selling at a profit souvenirs of the exposition 
and other articles in the woman's building 
and in the children's building. 

“ This fund was, consequently, entirely un- 
official and private in its nature. It did not 
come from the United States government, 
nor from the authorities of the exposition, 
but from the personai voluntary effort of 
two members of the board, myself and the 
secretary, Mrs. S. G. Cooke, in the woman's 
building, and a committee of which Mrs. 
George L. Dunlap was chairman in the chil- 
dren’s building. 

“These committees undertook this service 
with the idea of raising a fund which, taken 
together with the profits on the Isabella coins, 
should be used at some time in the future for 
some helpful work for the permanent better- 
ment of women and children. 

At the close of the exposition this sales 
fund amounted to about $36,000 and has been 
held by me until such time as these two funds 
might be consolidated and the women who 
had performed the services might decide 
upon the manner in which it should be ex- 
pended. 

Having this $36,000 in my hands I asked 
Mr. Higinbotham as a friend and as a busi- 
ness man to advise me as to the best and 
vested while it was accumulating.

“ This fund having been dedicated to the 
purpose I have above stated, to be used for 
that purpose only and by the women whose 
efforts secured it, it cannot be used for any 
other purpose.”

Peoria, III., Feb. 27,—The Illinois division 
of the United Mine Workers of America to- 
day passed a resolution condemning the na- 
tional guard and urging all local unions to 
do everything in their power to keep their 
members from affiliating with the various 
companies throughout the state and nation. 

The text of the resolution recites that in 
every industrial struggle the national guard 
has been found lined up against union labor, 
and all labor organizations are asked to do 
all they can against the national guard in an 
effort to defeat its pyrpose.

In municipal at- 
fairs the cost of primaries undoubtedly is 
a public burden borne to support a partisan 
system which hurts the public, but the thing 
that ie bad is not the primary system but the 
political system which makes the other nec- 
essary for its regulation.

After the 
sixth day was it a white blister tied down 
in the center like a navel? Was it on the 
face, in the hair, in the palms of the hands 
as Well ag elsewhere?

1. Is t“ ere measles in the neighborhood? 
Was the child in contact with any sick child 
ten days before it got sick? . 

2. Did the fever rise ten days after ex- 
posure? 

3. Was the child sick for three days with 
fever, headache, coryza, watery eyes, sueez- 


ing, and a dry, croup cough? Did the fever 
go down when the eruption came out well? 
Was it a measles eruption? 

4. Open the patient’s mouth and examine 
by good daylight. Do you see bright red 


spots with a small bluish white speck in the 
center? You should know that some au- 


thorities say these spots are there a day or 
two before there is any breaking oct. In 
one state the teachers try to control meusles 


by looking for these spots every morning for

HAVE BLOOD EXAMINATION, 

X writes: “ You have stated that cacody- 
late of sodium, hypodermically injected, is 
sometimes permanently beneficial in building 
up an anemic person. Should this be given 


only under a doctor's order? If not, how. 


often should it be given and in what quantity? 
What determines anemia and what are 
some of the causes behind it? Ifa person has 
no symptoms of any disease, but is pale and 
thin and nervous and suffers from frequent 
severe headaches, would you consider the 
cause to be anemia? Could iron be used in 
conjunction with the cacodylate of sodium?” 


REPLY. 

When the blood is deficient in coloring matter or 
in red cells, or in both, the condition is called 
anemia. If the cause can be discovered the 
anemia is said to be secondary. Among the 
causes are hookworm, cancer, Bright's disease, 
rheumatism, severe iliness of most any kind. 
Young women who lead unhygienic lives are espe- 
cially prone to a form of secondary an@mia called 
chiorosis. There is a form of an@mia for which 
no cause has been found and for which the name 
primary anemia is used. 

Iron and cacodylate of soda are used for sec- 
ondary anemia. Cacodylate of soda and other 


arsenic preparations are used for primary anemia. 


It is scarcely feasible to take hypodermics of 
cacodylate of soda except at the hands of a physi- 
clan. Cacodylate of soda can be taken internally 
in doses up to one grain three times a day. 

There is but one way to judge of anemia and that 
is by an examination of the biood. If bleod ex- 
amination shows your antemia to be severe you had 
better have a physician pilot you.

ACHING LIMBS IN A CHILD. 

E. F. F. writes: Please tell me why my 
child, about 9 years of age, grite her teeth 
all night long? When she comes in touch 
with me (her mother) there is much elec- 
tricity in her. What causes her limbs to 
ache so much? 

REPLY. 

So far as the electricity is concerned the less 
you worry about it the better. If she would play 
and sweat more, she would spark less, because 
electricity passes from a wet skin. Sparking 
means dry skin. Aching limbs mean rheumatism. 
You should have this attended to, else she may 
get heart disease. 

I do not know why she grits her teeth at night. 
Is she a mouth breather? Are her tonsils large? 
Has she adenoids? Any of these causes, including 
aching limbs, could cause her to grit her teeth 
while sleeping.

American ambassador at Berlin and 
Mrs. James W. Gerard were obliged to 
recall ‘their invitations to a dinner 
dance at the embassy the other day 
and to don mourning for a fortnight 
owing to the death of Princess William of 
Baden, who, born as a princess of Leuchten- 
berg and a great-grandchiid of Eugene Beau- 
harneis [stepson of the first Napoleon], was 
only remotely related to the German em- 
peror and empress. 

If I call attention to this it is because, al- 
though the present administration at Wasb- 
ington does not permit its ambassadors to 
conform to the rules at foreign courts about 
wearing uniforms on official occasions, these 
envoys and their wives are obliged to go into 
mourning whenever it is ordered by the court 
to which they are accredited, no matter how 
unknown the deceased may have been to the 
United States government. 

The sovereign's commands in the matter 
extend not only to the foreign ambassadors 
at his court and to the ambassadresses, but 
also to the secretaries and attachés of the 
mission, to their wives, and even to the ser- 
vants, male and female, of the embassy. 


~~ 

The directions given are of the most per- 
emptory and explicit description, prescribing 
the color of the gloves, of the dresses, of the 
coats, and of the stockings, the liveries of 
the domestics, and the upholstery of the 
apartments of the embassy, while some of 
the smaller German courts, to which Ambas- 
gador Gerard is likewise accredited and 
where old Dame Btiquette’s rule remains 
particularly strict, even black underclothes 
are exacted as a token of official woe on the 
eocasion of court mourning. 

This is no mere exaggeration or flight of 
imagination. When foolish old Prince Mau- 
rice of Sexe-Altenberg died some time ago

SPOOL of thread, a crotchet hook, and a 

few minutes each day are all that you 

need to earn money at home. If you 

have originality and if you Keep your 

eyes open to what is popular in crochet 
work you won't need anything else to make 
you a successful home worker. 

Many of the most successful of the home 
workers, those who have bank accounts that 
they have earned themselves, have had no other 
equipment for their work than thread, a crochet 
hook, and wide open eyes.

One of the workers realized that dainty litttle 
crocheted pins would be popular if she could 
make them so that they could be laundered. 
She found a way to doit. She crochets a little 
covering for the pins, which she buys for 10 
cents a dosen. The covering is in the Irish 
crochet stitch and in the direct center of the 
pin there is a pretty little crocheted rose. 
These coverings she sews on to the pins. The 
cost of ‘each pin is no more than 2 cents. She 
sells three of them for 25 cents. She makes, 
too, a larger pin for a bar pin, in the same 
design.

Dr. Cabot's What 
Men Live By.“ 


BY JEANETTE L. GILDER. 
Book that I think will be widely 


read is WHAT MEN LIVE BY.” by». 


Richard C. Cabot (Houghton, Mit- 

un Co.) The author is not only a 

good writer but is a physician, and he 
knows how to handle topics outside of his 
profession in an interesting and engaging 
manner. He takes four vital subjects: Work, 
Play, Love, and Worship, and tells what he 
thinks of each one of them. The publishers 
eall it “a. physician's contribution to the 
conduct of life,“ and such it would seem to 
be. No one except a clergyman knows human 
nature as well as a doctor, while m these 
days of doubt comparatively few go to a 
clergyman with their troubles. Dr. Cabot 
tells us that this book was written on Pull- 
man cars and in the homes of many friends 
and he fears that it bears evidence of the 
Pullmans, and is certain that it Dears evi- 
dence of the friends. The book is dedicated 
to his wife, whom he describes as an in- 


oomparable leader and comrade in the work, 


play, love, and worship of many years.“ He 
acknowledges a great debt to his wife in the 
writing of this book, also to other friends 
“visible and invisible,” among them G. K. 
Chesterton, Josiah Royce, and Ralph Waldo 
Emerson. 

In the spring of 1000 Dr. Cabot tells us he 
was ‘“‘gnawing away at three tough and 
ancient problems,” “which came to him 
through the social service department of the. 
Massachusetts General hospital: 

What is the best way to care for the 
tuberculous? How can ‘nervous people’ 
(neurasthenies) be restored to balance and 
happiness? Where can we find help that is 
worth offering to a girl facing motherhood 
without a husband? 

An institution is our first idea for all 
these sufferers. A um for the tuber- 
culous, a nervine for the neurasthenics, a 
rescue home’ for the unmarried mother. 


‘This solution contente us for a time, but 


further experience shows us how limited is 
the good which an institution can do. Even 
at ite best it is too artificial, too much of ¢ 
hot house existence to accomplish more than 
the beginning of a cure. The violent herding 
of special miseries in one place—disease 
facing similar disease, day in and day out— 
makes physical or moral contagion always 
s danger, sometimes a fact. More individual 
attention is needed for each body and soul. 
Maas treatment will accomplish only the 
first stages t cure.”

Dr. Cabot does not think much of Institu- 
tion life for these cases. Real life is what 
they need. “ Seclusion in sanitaria or rescue 
homes is being replaced by efforts to get the 
sufferera back into the industria! world. back 
into family life, ‘back to the surroundings 
which keep S people a-going.” 

He says: 

„Out of the 4 and welter ot modern 
civilization, which offers a hundred quack , 
retnedies for every ill of the soul, work, 
play, and love emerge as the permanent 
sources of helpfulness to which parents, edu- 
cators, and social] workers are how turning 


with confidence, while over their shoulders 


they glance wistfully toward worship. ‘Real 
life,’ then, if it ie to mean the nourishing, 
sustaining. and developing of existence, de- 
mands work, play, and love, and so much 
of the material and spiritual conditions of 
existence ae make these possible.“

Dr. Cabot has, I should say, a strong per- 
sonality himself, and he puts things before 
us in astrong and convincing manner. 

very human being.“ he says, man, 
women, and child, hero and convict. neuras- 
thenic, and deep sea fisherman, needs the 
blessing of God through these four gifts. 
With these any life is happy despite sorrow 
and pain, successful despite bitter fadlure. 
Without them we lapse into animalism or 
below it. If you want to keep a headstrong, 
fatuous youth from overreaching himeeif 
and falling these must be the elements of 
strength. When you try to put courage and 
aspiration into the gelatinous character of 
the alcoholic or the street walker, you will 
fail uniess you can give responsibility, recrea- 
tion, affection, and through them a glimpse 
of God.” 

To quote one more passage from Dr. Cabot’s 
book: 

* To ignore the romance in love, in history. 
in games, in music, or anywhere else, is 
one of the easiest things in the world. One 
has only to slouch because one is sick of 
standing erect, to refuse the task of looking 
behind the obvious and relapse into sleepy 
literalism. As one's eyes grow fatigued with 
reading, the letters cease to be symbols and 
become letters only. Meaning, interest, and 
beauty die out of the wurds on the page.” 

I shall venture to say that Dr. Cabot's 
book will be read not only in Boston, where 
to be a Cabot means as much as in Philadel- 
phia it means to be a Biddle, but all over the 
United States, It is just this sort of book 
outside of fiction that becomes popular.

One Woman's Love,” for it is the story of 
what one woman endured and sacrificed for 
the man she loved. That he wus o wholly 
unworthy of her devotion gives a tragic as 
pect to her life in the reader's eyes, though, 
of Sourse, qe counted comfort and reputa- 
tion, even life itself, well sacrificed for his 
sake. While one of the lights ef London so- 
ciety Lady Mary Stanhope falls in love with 
a promising young member of paris ment. 

She refuses to accept the divorce which her 
husband offers her, but later events transpire 
that make it possible for her to marry Philip 
Carmichael, and 5 go out to California, .

Out on the vacant 
snow-covered prairie 
southwest of the city 
a dozen railroad com- 
panies are waiting to 
begin work on the 
biggest freight han¢- 
ling enterprise in the 
world. They wait 
the expected passage 
by the. city council at 
its meeting on Monday evening next of the 
so-called “Clearing” ordinance, which gives 
permission for the crossing of certain streets 
just within the city limits. 

The aldermen, looking far ahéad to the 
extension of the city over what is now prac- 
tically waste land, have insisted that the 
railroads build several steel and concrete 
viaducts, some of them half a mile in length, 
Open one or two new streets, pave anot#er, 
and buy practically all the property which 
might be injured by the great yards and 
warehouses. 

As a result, final action op the ordinanée 
has been delayed for suerte eee 
fear has been expressed lest the roa ds finally 
refuse to accept it, loaded down as it is with 
demands to comply with which, it is esti- 
mated, will cost the comparies nearly a 
million dollars. 
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B. the railroads are in a position in 
which, it ig expected, they will be 
forced, however reluctantly, to accept the 
ordinance just as it stands, provided there is 
no further delay in its passage. 

They are anxious above all things to com- 
plete the huge freight transfer yard before 
the next winter sets in, and it will take 
every day between the first of Apcil and | 
November to do the work. 

That yard must be opened before the 
roads can begin to get any return from their 
investment, which already amounts to be- 
tween six and seven millions of dollars. For 
that renson the aldermen, cons ious that 
they have driven a very hard bargain, are 
confident that the ordinance will be accepted,
